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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-19 and 24-25 are drawn to a hybrid pole comprising a concrete 
base pole. 

II. Claims 20-23 are to drawn to the method of forming the concrete base 
pole. 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the concrete base pole can be made using 
another process other than centrifuging, such as pouring the concrete into a concrete 
form and allowing the concrete to harden and cure for a specific amount of time. 

3. If Group I is elected, applicant must further elect a species: 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Species I: Figures 1-5 and 5a 
Species II: Figure 12 
Species III: Figures 7-9 
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4. Species l-lll are related as products which share an alleged common utility of 
forming a multiple-part construction pole but the common utility is not linked to a 
substantial structural feature. The products in this relationship are distinct if either or 
both of the following can be shown: (1) that the products encompass embodiments that 
are not required to perform the comrhon utility or (2) that the products as claimed can be 
used to perform another utility. In this case, a hybrid pole comprising a lower concrete 
base pole and an upper hollow pole can be constructed using any one of the 
embodiments described above. All three of the distinct embodiments are not required 
to perform the utility of the hybrid pole. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.
